WASHINGTON, D. C., May 23.—Repre- 


sentative Howard, Populist of Alabama, 
introduced a resolution in the open house 
today for the impeachment of President 
Cleveland on the grounds of the illegal 
sale of bonds, illegal use of the proceeds 
of bond sales, corruption in politics and 
his refusal to enforce the anti-trust law. 


Howard is the author of "If Christ Came 


to Congress." The house literally sat 
done on him and suppressed him. 


As soon as the journal was read Howard, 


whose seat is in the remote corner of the 
hall, arose dramatically in the center 
aisle, flourishing a paper in his hands. 
He demanded to be heard on a resolution 
which he sent to the clerk's desk. The 
resolution read as follows: 


"I do impeach Grover Cleveland, presi- 


dent of the United States, of high crimes 
and misdemeanors on the following 
grounds: That he sold or directed tbe sale 
of bonds without the authority of law. 
That he sold or aided the sale of bonds 
less than at market value. That he di- 
rected the misappropriation of the pro- 
ceeds of bond sales. That he directed the 
secretary of the treasury to disregard the 
law which makes United State^ notes and 
treasury notes redeemable in coin. 


"That he ignored and refused to have 


enforced the anti-trust law. That he sent 
United States troops into the state of Illi- 
nois without the authority of law in vio- 
lation of the constitution. That he cor- 
rupted politics through the interference 
of federal office holders. 
That he used 


his appointing power to influence legisla- 
tion detrimental to the welfare of the 
people. Therefore, Be it resolved by the 
house of representatives that the com- 
mittee on judicary be directed to ascer- 
tain wbether the charges are true and it' 
so report to the house such action by im- 
peachment or otherwise as maybe proper 
in the premises." 


When the clerk had ceased reading, 


Howard who aro*e to address the house, 
was suddenly taken off the floor by Ding- 
ley, the floor leader of the majority, who 
raised the question of consideration 
against the resolution. The question was 
promptly put by the speaker and by a 
practically unanimous vote the house 
declined to give Howard a hearing. The 
house then settled down to dull routine.

THE CZAR'S POMP, 


Coronation Declares Today by Her- 


alds in the Streets of 


Mcsoow. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


Moscow, May '23.—The date of the cor- 


onation of the czar was formally pro- 
claimed by heralds to the people at 9 
o'clock this morning, and the ceremony 
is to be repeated tomorrow and Monday. 
A strong detachment of cavalry sur- 
rounded the approaches to the Kremlin 
and the general commanding stood in the 
middle facing the troops. Around him 
mounted and richly costumed were the 
secretaries of tho senate, aids de camps, 
masters of the coronation ceremonies, etc. 


At a given signal the heralds blew loud 


blasts and the people bowed their heads 
and the secretary of state read the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 


"Our most august, most high and most 


mighty sovereign having ascended the 
hereditary throne of the empire of all the 
Bussias and of the kingdom of Poland 
and the grand duchy of Finladd, which is 
inseparable from it, has been pleased to 
ordain, in imitation of all his predecessors 
and glorious ancestors, that the sacred 
solemnity of his coronation and the con- 
secration of his imperial majesty which 
his majesty wills hit august consort shall 
share, do by tbe grace of the almighty 
take place May 26. 


"By tbe present proclamation, there- 


fore, the solemn act is announced to all 
tbe faithful subjects of his majesty to the 
end that on the auspicious occasion they 
send up to the King of Kings most fervent 
prayers and implore the almighty one to 
extend the favor of his blessing to the 
reign nr his majesty and to the main- 
tenance, peace and tranquility and to the 
very great glory of his holy name and to 
tbe unchanging weal of his empire."

The dedication of million dollar Berk- 


shire No. 3, one of the largest cotton mills 
in the country, so well planned and so 
well carried out in part last night at 
Adams, terminated abruptly through an 
accident to machinery and caused general 
regret and disappointment. The greatest 
of grand marches that Northern Berk- 
shire had ever seen was in progress under 
a flood of light from over half a hundred 
electric arcs, when suddenly Prompter 
Ryan of Springfield ascended into his 
gallery and startled the gathering of 6000 
by announcing that one dynamo had en- 
tirely burned out, that the other was rap- 
idly burning and it was Mr. Plunkett's 
wish that all should get out of the mill as 
quietly as possible. There was a rush for 
the doors which subsided in a few seconds 
under the influence of encouraging strains 
from the band and the guiding words of 
Mr. Ryan. At that time the dynamo 
room was like the habitation of Vulcan. 
Streaming fire poured out into every 
corner of it and tbe electricians hung 
courageously to the machines, running 
them while they were capable of a pulsa- 
tion, knowing thatjlives depended on the 
wanting light in the hall decked out for 
gaiety. 


The Early Evening. 


The dedicatory concert and ball was 


arranged by the employes of the Berk- 
shire Cotton Manufacturing company to 
mark the completion of the third large 
mill of the company's plant. The event 
began grandly. In the evening there were 
many signs that something unusual was 
about to happen. The supper hour was not 
over before the streets of the town were 
being promenaded by strangers and men 
were busy decorating their stores and 
residences. The evening was an ideal one 
for the celebration that was planned. It 
was cool and fair. 


Vetting Ready. 


When it was just dusk the streets were 


crowded with people. The buildings on 
Park and Centre streets were hung with 
flags and lanterns and many of the build- 
Ings were illuminated. Tbe grounds of 
the W. B. Flunkett [residence were fes- 
tooned with lanterns and made a pretty 
scene. Suddenly from near these grounds 
came the loud report of a cannon and 
Marshal Whipple rode up the street. In 
a few minutes he returned to the centre of 
the town accompanied by his aid, Charles 
A. Waters. 


Lafayette band in its new uniform ibr 


tbe first time was upon the streets about 
tbe same time and soon _Germania band 
came playing down. The boys' brigade 
of the Universalist church bad assembled 
on Centre street hill and were ready for 
the march. The Alert Hose company was 
ready and Company M was fast getting 
into marching trim. The fraternal organ' 
izations were bustling about and tbe can- 
non from the face of Benna Vista hill kept 
up its booming. 


A <ireat Thron«. 


Special trains and special electric cara 


were pouring people into the town in e. 
manner seldom witnessed. About ,the 
time of the first cannon shot a heavily 
loaded special train came down from the 
north and added about 800 people to the 
throng. They were mostly ifom this city, 
but many were from points west of us. 
The electric cars came in at short inter- 
vals and carried crowds of people who 
could not suit themselves to the special 
train. 
From all around Adams the 


people came in large numbers. 
There 


were no less than 10,000 people on the 
streets when the line formed for the 
march. By this time red fire was burning 
in many places and sky rockets were 
shooting up all around. The scene was a 
most lively one—the fireworks, the boom- 
ing of guns, the flying flags and bright 
colored lanterns, the music and tbe 
throngs of happy people making a lasting 
impression on the observer.

Cange of tbe Accident. 


The cause of the limps failing was a too 


light load on the engine. The dynamos 
that lighted the mill were the dynamos of 
the other mills and they were being run 
to their capacity. The engine not having 
the heavy machinery to drive that is 
always in motion when the lights are 
needed got a little beyond its usual speed. 
A trifling increase In speed in the engine 
raakcfl a very appreciable increase in the 
speed of the dynamo armatures and their 
ton* high speed caused them to get over- 
heated and so the insulation was des- 
troyed.

If 
all could be told about tbe Vermont offi- 
cials' actions in connection with this raid, 
about the justices who came down from 
Bennington along with the prosecuting 
lawyers, eating, sleeping, drinking and 
trout-fishing on the way together (all 
charged to the state's expense), there 
would be quite an unsavory itory of 
official action. 


But tbe destruction (or non-destruction) 


of the seized liquors will show the disgust- 
ing farce of Vermont liquor law enforce- 
ment. 


After the liquor was seized it was taken 


to the cellar of Officer Morrissey in Stam- 
ford and there stored till condemned and 
ordered destroyed by the proper officers. 
Tbe carnival of destruction b»gan late in 
the afternoon of the Thursday following, 
and a big drunk began at the same time 
in open daylight on the streets of Stam- 
ford. More than this, the best of the 
condemned liquors were not destroyed, 
but carried away by those who had offi- 
cial chan.ce to do so. There was a.case 
and a half of champagne among the con- 
demned liquors, and, Mr. |Goodin of the 
Line house says, none of it was destroyed. 
Some of it came right here to North 
Adams and more of it was promised here. 
Peculiar sacks containing what resembled 
bottles were taken out of Mr. Morrissey's 
cellar and placed in Vermont officials' 
carriages. 


At the very time of Goodtn's trial, so- 


called, in Stamford, those carrying it on 
had something to drink in a room not 
open to public gaze. The public can infer 
what the something was,—perhaps it was 
only pop or lemonade, for it would have 
been inconsistent to*, have been drinking 
intoxicants in prohibition Vermont while 
trying a man for a liquor selling offense 
committed in the same prohibition state. 


But the most disgusting scene was at 


the free drunk and liquor destruction, 
which took place in the orchard back of 
Mr. Morrissey's residence under the 
supervision of Bennington officers, Mr. 
Morrissey being in no way at fault. The 
liquors were in bottles, and the first case 
brought out was drunk by onlookers. 
Boys and men gathered and before the 
ribald scene was over that night there 
was noise and drunkenness enough to 
shame the bowery in New York, the 
officers allowing the same to go on, and 
the liquor (such as was not too precious) 
to be drunk by anybody and everybody. 


One of the TRANSCRIPT'S regular corres- 


pondents writes of the matter as follows: 
As a result of the officers' neglect to take 
proper care in destroying the liquors after 
receiving them from Deputy Morrissey in 
just the same condition that they were 
put in his care, our streets resounded all 
that evening with the most drunken 
brawls ever heard here. Even little boys 
twelve to fifteen years old had to be car- 
ried to their homes drunk, having unused 
bottles of the vile stuff in their pockets. 


With tbe high sheriff of Benniugton 


county and his two deputies that he 
brought with him to aid in tbe "spilling", 
it was wholly without excuse to allow 
any persons to help empty the beer bottles 
into their stomachs instead of on the 
ground, which was done in their presence, 
and hold the bottles under the barrels ai d 
fill them with whiskey to carry off and 
drink later. 
If our officers wink at such 


things what is the use of law? 
Even 


Thomas Goodin, whose place was raided, 
would not have sold or given liquor to 
some who got drunk on that evening. 
It 


is also claimed that those sar.ie officials 
not only carried off some of Goodin's 
liquors in their stomachs but also carried 
some in their carriages unspilt, proba- 
bly to "test its quality later." 


Such is the story of disgrace and shame 


that comes from the last chapter of the 
State Line house raid, and it is mildly told 
here, too.

VASI 
PREPARATORY 
WORK. 


Who the Famous Mannesmanns Are, and 


What They Will Manufacture. 
A 


Great Water Power. Interesting 


Details of the Industry. 


The work of preparing the plant at 


Zylonite for the Mannesmann Cycle Tube 
company, which is to begin operations 
there as soon as the buildings can be put 
in readiness, is progressing rapidly, and 
the large number of men employed make 
their mark every day. 
It is plain to the 


casual observer that it is no ordinary 
enterprise which is under way, and when 
investigation is made, as was done Friday 
by a representative of this paper, it is 
soon learned that this establishment when 
in operation is to be one of the prominent 
industrial features of this thrifty and pros- 
perous manufacturing district. 


I.nrge Water Power. 


The fact that an important part in the 


making of tubing by the Mannesmann 
process is done by hydraulic power ren- 
ders a large water power necessary, and 
this will be obtained by building a reser- 
voir on the fiat south 
of the works 


which will cover some twenty acres and 
hold about fifty million gallons. 
The 


reservoir will be constructed by building 
a dam across the meadow east of the 
chapel and by throwing up a dike along 
the east side next to the Boston and 
Albany railroad. 


Use of tbe Water. 


The water will be conveyed under the 


railroad to a wheel pit, the fall at that 
point being seventeen feet. 
A pump will 


be operated by a turbine wheel and the 
water will then flow through a canal east 
of the'railroad for nearly a mile, at which 
point there will be another wheel and 
pump. At the lower wheel the fall of 
water will be thirteen feet. 
The two 


pumps will force water into the same 
pipe, so that practically the resevoirwill 
furnish a fall of thirty feet, which is no 
mean power. The water will be carried 
into the works at a high pressure, which 
will there be increased by trie use of Pel- 
ton water wheels to 1200 pounds to the 
square inch. 


Movluff M neb Earth. 


John J. Marsh of this city is in charge 


of the work on tbe canal and will also 
supervise the construction of the reservoir. 
The canal is already well advanced. 
It 


is one mile in length, thirty-three feet 
wide on tbe bottom and fifty feet wide at 
the top. it Iboks as though it were ueing 
constructed ^or transportation purposes. 
The banks Will be paved to a height o' 
four feet and above that line they will bo 
covered with grass. The outside of the 
banks will be covered with turf taken up 
when tbe work was begun, and the canal 
will look well when done. 


Mr. Harsh has pushed this par!/ of the 


work with great vigor. He ' ejan it two 
weeks ago last Tuesday with u handlnl of 
men. 
The second week lie haa 100 men 


and this week he has been working about 
170 men. Several teams are also em- j 
ployed. The'opening of the canal neceai- , 
tated the removal of 40,000 cubic yards of 
earth, and the banks much of the way 
have already been finished. 
The couise 


of the river had to be changed for quite 
a distance at the loner end of the canal, 
and, all things considered, the work has 
been carried forward very rapidly. Mr. 
Marsh will finish digging the canal in 
another week and will then begin work 
on the resevoir. 


To construct the dam and build the 


dike along the railroad 65,000 cubic yards 
of earth will have to be moved. The dike 
will be about half a mile long and the 
level of the water will be eight feet above 
the railroad track. The reservoir will be 
filled by the water used at the Renfrew 
mill, which now runs back into the river. 


Work on the Building*. 


Meantime the buildings are being re- 


modeled and put in order under the su- 
pervision of Eli Beeves of Adams. Many 
alterations are being made and when all is 
in readiness the plant will be very com- 
plete, A sky-light 250 feet long and ten 
feet wide is being placed in the roof of 
ttie building in which the tube drawing 
will be done. 


'i'lic Mnuueftiuann Compauy. 


The Mannesmann company is a large 


German concern having two plants in 
Germany, one in Wales, one in Austria, 
one in Bavaria and one in Switzerland, 
and it is now establishing one in Russia. 
The one at Zylonite is the only cue in this 
country, although there is a concern in 
Connecticut that has bought a shop right 
and is rolling copper tubing by the Man- 
nesmann process, which is patented in 
every civilized country. 


Tbe Program. 


It is impossible for one not acquainted 


with the mechanical details to describe 
the process of tube making by this system, 
but it is different from all others and un- 
doubtedly far superior. Che tubing is 
rolled out of rigots of steel or other metal 
and is seamless. It can be made of any 
thickness and is much stronger than ordi- 
n&ry tubing, the fibre of the metal run- 
ning round and round, the result being 
similar to what is known as a "stub and 
twist" gun barrel. This gives tbe tubing 
exceptional strength and makes it espec- 
ially valuable when it is desired to com- 
bine strength with lightness, as in bicy- 
cles, or where it Is to be subjected to 
heavy pressure. 


Other Articles Made. 


The company's manufacture is not 


restricted to bicycle tubing by any means. 
In'Prussia it makes all tbe government 
rifles. It also mokes boiler tubes and 
other articles. Its tubing is much in de- 
mand in artificial ice and cold storage 
plants, where the pipes are subjected to 
very high pressure. At Zylonite there 
will be manufactured, in addition .„ bicy- 
cle tubing, hydraulic bottles for holding 
gases and other substances under high 
pressure. Copper and aluminum tubing

The Adams Power Company Has a Supply 


ot Water That Is Pure, Healthful, Not 


Expensive and Needed by the 


Town. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—I take in for 


granted that you believe that a newspaper 
should be a public educator, and that it 
should be a means for laying the truth 
before the public. 
If 1 am correct in 


assuming so much, you will not object to 
giving this communication space In your 
paper, in order that thof.0 who are in 
doubt, may know, "Where we are at." 


The Adams Freeman's account of the 


Fire District meeting, published May 2, 
and the action taken at that, time, would 
lead the average reader to believe that a 
great injustice had been done to the resi- 
dents of Adams, and that those who 
represented the majority at that meeting, 
were men whose ideas, it carried out, 
would work to the detriment of the town. 


I have only to dwell momentarily upon 


tbe established record of tbe Individuals 
at the head of the Adams Power company 
and those favoring their proposition, to 
conclude that their character, intelligence 
sagacity and love for our beautiful valley, 
precludes tho possibility ot their having 
anything but the welfare of our citizens at 
heart. 


la the Freemen's 
article tbe editor 


attracts the readers Interest and attention 
to the ridiculous ""bouffe" proceedings of 
the meeting. 
If 1 do not dwell upon this 


prominent feature of the article, it is 
because 1 can only refer to it "more In 
sorrow than m anger." 
For the people 


of Adams this is no "farce," no "opera 
bouile," but as witnessed in tbe homes of 
many of the Freemen's readers the cause 
of all this appears much more nearly in 
the light of a "tragedy.'' 


No, 1 would say to the Freeman's edi- 


tor, any measure which hae for its object 
the improvement of the physical or the 
moral health of a community can never 
be made to appear ridiculous, not even by 
means of misleading reports, which be- 
come more so when but half the truth. 
There was no lack of courtesy towards the 
committee, there was no undue haste. 
Let us divest ourselves of all partisan 
leanings, and look upon this mutter from 
a disinterested 
standpoint 
as public 


spirited citizens and we shall see that the 
Adams Power company has at its disposal, 
a body of water which is known to be pure 
and whclssome, from which it proposes 
to furnish the town of Adams a certain 
quantity at a certain prico. 


The guardians of the town of Adams 


have long known of this water, but tailed 
to take any official notice of it, although 
no visitor ever came to the town whose 
attention was not called to tho purity of 
the Zylonitc water. The guide was as apt 
to refer to this, as to the giant mountain 
in tbe shadow of which it bubbles to tbe 
surface. Pure and sparkling, filtered 
through a natural layer of sand, hundreds 
of fret in depth, in which all possible im- 
purities arc thrown oil, it has been for 
years one of the show pieces of this beau- 
tiful valley. When disease laid its heavy 
hand on the town, when p&rched and 
feverish patients needed puro water and 
the people came by hundreds to the Zy- 
lonlte wells, they recognized tho virtues 
ot the water, if the authorities did not, 
and came to it, instinctively, as the bird 
migrates to the eouth whon it teuls tlie

have expressed a desire to acquire soicaof 
this water, whtcli iu time ot need they 
ioundof benetit, their action is spoken of 
as akin to a taice. 


The Adams Power company offered this 


water to the town and no action waa 
taken on the matter. 
Thou at the sug- 


gestion of several citizens and the fcuper- 
intendent of the water works, the water 
was pumped to Adams, and this relieved 
the distress of the people during tbe 
Heated term oi 18M5. But the heated term 
has passed, the thirst has been allayed 
and tbe water has been forgotten, and tho 
town has e«m failed to pay the nominal 
amount which the company charged, 
while al tbe same time the committed on 
water supply singularly forgot to make 
mention of it in their jeport. At that 
time, one of the men who now asks tho 
Fieeman editor "Where are wo ut?" 
rocognued the superiority of tho water 
and wondered why it had not been accept- 
ed by the town. For tbat reason it seeam 
strange now, wheii there is a. chance to 
ha\e this water, which would benefit, the 
whole community, that guch .t violint 
journalistic opposition should be mado 
and that line action of the citizens in vot- 
ing lor it should be stamped as "comic," 
'•ridiculous" and "unexpected." 


Tht statement in the paper tbat the 


proposition to take the Zyionite water 
was "unexpected" had been omitted, 
lor it is a well known tact that Iho pro- 
position was submitted In due form, the 
t\ cning before the meeting, and all those 
wholatttnded the meeting knew that it 
would be tlie principal matter for ooa- 
sideration. 
The citizens did not only 


"march up tlie bill arid then march down 
again,'' but they decided, by a vote, to 
accept the proposition of the Adams 
Power company. 


Much spaos was devoted in the Freeman 


article to an attempt to prove that the »•• 
of the Zylonito wat2r would be unhealth- 
ful, because of its being a trifle harder 
than the other wa'er. According to an 
analysis of the water by the late Professor 
Mowbray and by other analytical chemists 
ef recognized ability and much experience, 
the Zylonite water is pure, positively free 
from organic matter and the difference 
between it and the water which the 
Adams people have had in contemplation, 
as to "hardness" is scarcely perceptible. 
The analysis also shows that the Zylonite 
\yater is free from nitrites, which are the 
elements that play havou with tho health, 
wherever they exist In water. The scheme 
to drive In the neighborhood of fifty 
shallow wells at the HarSor flats, brings 
the well known objection that aH shallow 
well waters contaln'variable quantities of 
nitrites, and as before observed, in these 
constituents lurk t;he danger, and the 
greatest Importance (attaches to them, and 
with an increased population thin danger 


I becomes constantly jjreatev. 


The argument that the town water, If 


supplied b? toe Adams Power company, 
would not be uniform at all times, is falla- 
cious and misleading because,- with tho 
aid oftheZylonite reservoir, the water 
could be pumped during the hours when 
there is the least consumption-at night— 
which Would then give an even amount of 
mixed water at Cheshire Harbor at all 
times during the summer. 


As to the cost. Even here, where there 


seems no good raason for opposition, tbe 
proposition of the Adams Power company 
is attacked. The amount at which the 
Zylonite water oan be purchased is fixed 
and well known. It Is fixed and definite 
In amount and there Is no speculation. 
The citizens of the town know that there 
is no danger of future claims being pre- 
sented, while on the other hand the esti-' 
mate submitted by the Water Supply 
committee Is at beet, problematical, both 
as to cost and results. If any doubts exist 
on that score, look at our neighbors in 
North Adams and ask them what experi- 
ence they have had in that direction, if 
our townspeople should meet with a simi- 
lar experience they would Indeed bave 
good reason to ask "Where are we at?" 


It has been Intimated that the system 


of piping would be Injured if the Adams 
Power company's plan was adopted; but 
competent engineers say that there is 110 
danger from that direction. If tbe inlet 
was large, they say, and tbe outlet sinal^ 
there might be some ground for alarm, 
but as the conditions are just the reverse, 
they are considered favorable to the 
improvement, and the Dumping would 
have no injurious effect ou the piping 
system. And so I might go on, and take 
up and destroy one by one, all the argu- 
ments which have been brought against 
the plan of the Adams Power company. 
If there was any delay in this matter, it 
was due to the neglect of the water supply 
committee, and no responsibility for such 
shortcomings oan be laid at tbe door of 
the Adams Power company, and if the 
town is really as the Freeman editor says 
it Is, "exactly where we started and the 
prospect for a water supply this summer 
is as dubious as can be," there is no one to 
blame but those who are endeavoring to 
make an improved condition appear 
"ridiculous." 


Personal interests do not, or should not, 


enter into the question. It is not a mat- 
ter of what this one seeks or that one 
wants,—it is the crying necessities of our 
common community, the rich and the 
poor,—it is of vital Import to our growing 
town, it is for all honest men to do all in 
their power to prevent n recurrence of 
the conditions accompanying the dry 
period of past years, and in common with 
my fellow citizens, it will take stronger 
argument than any article yet published, 
to convince me that tho action of disin- 
terested and uninstructod voters, at that 
meeting did not express the unhampered 
will of the people. 
We want more 


water—we want it now—we want cer- 
tainly and have taken too much time 
already in trying to solve the problem, in 
the most difficult way. 
Giving tlie op- 


ponents the benefits of every doubt, cred- 
iting them with conscientious and unsel- 
fish motives, there still remains the ex- 
pression of the people, and their will must 
prevail. Methods by which other locali- 
ties have been governed, which are dis- 
tasteful and foreign to the ordinary lib- 
erties of the American citizen are being 
thrown down an< destroyed. 
It is too 


late to emulate them in Adams, the 
people have spoken. 


Let those who will, fight themeasure,— 


let them defeat it by misrepresentation, 
let pestilence follow in the wake of bad 
water, and possibly there will then be no 
one left to ask: "Where arowcat?" •

Cniincity or the Plant.

Report of the Presbyterian New 


York City Building Committee. 


ONLY $5,571 INCOME FROM $1,757,500 


Denied That the Erection of the Big Offlce 


Structure WM the Cixue of the 


Present Financial Embarrass- 


ment of the Two Boards, 


New York, May 23.—The full report 


of the special committee on the erec- 
tion of the Presbyterian building on 
Fifth avenue and Twentieth street has 
been secured in advance of its present- 
ation to the assembly now in session 
at Saratoga and is here given. The re- 
port is under date of March 23, 1896, 
and was presented on that date to the 
two boards of home and foreign mis- 
sions, owners of the building. It is 
the financial report of the building 
committee that is to be the basis of at- 
tack, according to Elder McDougall 
and other critics of the board. Had 
the assembly remained in control of 
the ultra-conservatives there is no 
doubt that a complete reorganization 
of the home board would have been at- 
tempted, and even now the finances of 
the board are in such a bad condition 
that attack the may take that direc- 
tion. The building committee report 
that they have settled all accounts in 
full, although some work is still to be 
done on the building. They have, 
however, obtained a guarantee from 
the contractor that the work of the 
sub-contractors will be properly done. 


Total Cost of the Buildings. 


The report shows that the total cost 


of the lots and buildings on July 5, 
1895, was 81,757,500.19. This was pro- 
vided for as for as follows: Mortgage 
from Seaman's Bank for Savings m 
New York city, 8900,000; borrowed 
temporarily against the property at 
Fifth avenue and Twelfth 
street, 


8340,000; gifts to boards 
specially 


designated towards payment of lots 
and building, 850,000; legacies of the 
late Mrs. Robert L. Stuart, 8467,500.19. 
The committee state that the outside 
contract price of 81,000,000, including 
contractors' commission of $30,000, ex- 
ceeded the actual cost of building by 
$67,277.50. 
This saving was effected 


notwithstanding the extra cost of 
$30,000 night work, which was neces- 
sary in order to have- the work com- 
pleted by May 1, 1895. It is explained, 
however, that a strike interfered with 
this plan and the sum spent for night 
work was lost. The committee assure 
he boards that the building at present 
prices on labor and material could not 
be bnilt for less than $150,000 in ex- 
cess of the actual cost as shown by 
the figures. 
Not the Cause of the Financial Trouble. 


Referring to the old quarters of the 


board, the Lenox mansion, the build- 
ing committee report as follows: The 
property owned by the board at the 
corner of Fifth avenue and Twelfth 
street has not yet been sold, but it is 
now in the market and the agents in 
whose care it has been placed "are en- 
deavoring to find a purchaser for it. 
Those properties have been appraised 
at a sum considerably in excess of the 
amount borrowed on them, 8340,000, 
but even should they not realize the 
maximum amount at which they have 
been appraised, at a conservative esti- 
mate, they should bring a price that 
would reduce the balance of $407,800.19, 
to $300,000 or thereabouts, which would 
be but little more than one-half of the 
amount of the legacies bequeathed to 
the two boards oy the late Mrs. Robert 
L. Stuart, and as no other money has 
been used or was required to pay for 
the lots and building except the $900,- 
000 obtained on bond and mortgage 
and the $50,000 in gifts specially desig- 
nated, it will be seen that the oft-re- 
peated assertions, made in most cases 
honestly though ignorantly, that the 
boards, were using funds which had 
been given or bequeathed to them for 
their current work, and that their di- 
version to pay the cost of the lots and 
bnilding was the cause of their financial 
embarrassment and of the accumula- 
tion of debt under which they were 
struggling, have absolutely no founda- 
tion in fact. 
Estimate of Returns from the Bnilding. 


The committee adds to their report 


an estimate of the present and pro- 
spective returns from the building. 
This estimate is based upon, the agents' 
returns, under date of March 10, 1896: 
"Total space rented on that date, 863,'- 
47." 85; approximate rents of unrented 
portions of the building, $59,515.75. 
Total, 8123,092.50. As to the running 
expenses, it is not yet possible to give 
more than an approximate estimate. 
The agents estimate that wages, coal, 
gas, 
supplies, 
water tax, 
etc., 


will 
be 
from 
$25,000 to 530,000 


a year. We will 
call it 827,500; 


agents' commissions per annum, $2,500; 
taxes, per annum, say, 812,000; repairs, 
per annum, say, $1,000; interest, per 
annum, $38,520; total, 8117,520. Leav- 
ing a margin of $5,572.50. The rental 
value of the seventh and eighth floors, 
occupied by the boards, is $25,000, 
thus giving a surplus, should the 
building be fully rented, of 830,578.30." 
The actual future income as figured by 
the committee is but 85,571.75 on an 
investment of 81,757,500.19. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Second Day's Proceedings of the Meeting 


of Presbyterians at Saratoga. 


Saratoga, N. Y., May 23.—The second 


day's session of the Presbyterian gen- 
eral assembly was devoted to the re- 
ception of reports of the special com- 
mittees appointed in 1895. The report 
relating to Sabbath observance, pre- 
sented by Elder Worrell of New York, 
called forth a warm discussion. It de- 
nounced all work on Sunday; variou* 
theories of Individual liberty, excur- 
sions, ball games, bicycle riding, etc. 
Lax views of the Sabbath social en- 
tertainment on Sunday and the Sunday 
aewspapers were also 
denounced. 


Chritsian people were scored for their 
neglect of Sabbath observance. Dr. 
Kneeland of Boston spoke for the tol- 
erance of the Christian bicycle clubs 
provided they attended no meets. The 
resolutions, which were adopted, re- 
affirmed former deliverances as to the 
perpetual binding obligations of the 
Sabbath. 
They called upon all people 


to discontinue practices adverse to the 
et-ict observance of the day; com- 
mended the_ efforts made in Sunday 


schools and young1 people's socIeHes; 
appointed the last Sunday in October 
as a day for the special consid- 
eration of the subject and com- 
mended the work of the American 
Sabbath Union and its auxiliaries. 
Chairman Breed of Pittsbnrg pre- 
sented the report of the special com- 
mittee on young people's societies. To 
this committee, appointed at Pitts- 
burg, was referred the overtures for 
the formation of a Westminister league 
in opposition to the Christian En- 
deavor society, also the overture ask- 
ing for the recognition in the assembly 
of the Christian Endeavor and other 
young people's societies by the institu- 
tion of a board of young people's 
societies with a paid secretary and 
hired quarters in the Presbyterian 
building in Fifth avenue, New York. 
The committee's report is against these 
overtures. It recommends the cultiva- 
tion of young people's societies by the 
church, sessions and presbyteries, but 
declines to advise the formal approval 
of any society or the establishment of 
a Presbyterian society or of a board of 
young people's societies. The report 
excited an amusing debate in which 
the merits and demerits of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor and other such societies 
were well aired. 


CIVIL SERVICE INQUIRY. 


Favorable Beport on the House Resolu- 


tion Begardlng Treasury Employes. 


Washington, May 23.—The house 


committee On reform in the civil1 ser- 
vice has ordered a favorable report on 
the resolution offered by Mr. Groseve- 
nor of Ohio calling upon the heads of 
the various departments for informa- 
tion as to the number of employes, 
clerics, chiefs of division and Other offi- 
cers in the several departments who 
have been appointed during the pres- 
ent administration without civil serv- 
ice examination, and who are now cov- 
ered by the orders of the president ex- 
tending the civil service rules and 
regulations to the employes of these 
departments.

Gold Bud giver Vein Said To Have Been 


Discovered at Somervllle, Man. 


Boston, May 23.—It is rumored that 


a discovery of a ledge containing rich 
deposits in both gold and silver has 
been made at West Somerville. Men 
blasting for stone for building pur- 
poses exposed the vein and samples 
were at once taken to an assayers.

Provision of the Bobble Measure Signed 


Yesterday by Oov. Morton. 


Albany, May 23.—The bill of Assem- 


blyman Robbie, which Gov. Morton 
signed yesterday, is another of those 
measures drafted by the state prison 
commission with a view of employing 
prisoners after Jan, 1 next in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the new 
state 
constitution, which prohibits 


prison labor from coming in competi- 
tion 
with outside labor. The bill 


amends the county law and provides 
that keepers of county jails shall 
cause each, prisoner committed for im- 
prisonment under sentence to be con- 
stantly employed at hard labor when 
practicable during every day, except 
Sunday, and the board of supervisors 
of the county, or judge of the county, 
may prescribe the kind of labor at 
which such prisoner shall be employed; 
and the keeper shall account, at least 
annually,with the board of supervisors 
of the county for such labor. Such 
keeper may, with the consent of the 
board of supervisors of the county, or 
the county judge, from time to time 
cause such of the convicts under his 
charge as are capable of hard tabor to 
be employed outside of the jail in the 
same, or in the adjoining county, upon 
such terms as may be agreed upon be- 
tween the keepers and the officers, or 
persons under whose direction such 
convicts shall be placed, subject to 
such regulations as the board or judge 
may prescribe; and the board of super- 
visors of the several counties are au- 
thorized to employ convicts tinder sen- 
tence to confinement in the county 
jails in building and repairing penal 
institutions of the county and in build- 
ing and repairing the highways in their 
respective counties or in preparing the 
materials for such highway, for sale to 
and for the use of such counties, or 
towns, villages and cities therein.
